Outside of its general conclusions, 
the commission advanced three spe- 
cific proposals to better transporta- 
tion service for farmers, the first be- 
ing the enlargement of ‘‘competitive 
avenues of distribution through 
which the largest number of con- 
sumers can reasonably be reached,” 
the second was the extension of 
through rates on grain “to points of 
consumption through two or more 
competitive primary markets” and 
the third the extension of the prin- 
ciple that coarse grains, such as 
corn, should take lower charges 
than breadstuffs. Adequate caf 
equipment should also be main- 
tained, it was added. 

Views as to Livestock. 

Further, the commission found 
that “Livestock shoks marked fluc- 
tuations in shipment volume” and 
that railroads, stockyards and ship- 
pers should co-operate to even out 
the supply at market points,. thus 
preventing price and charge imposi- 
tions while hay, as the bulkiest farm 
commodity, required ‘a reduction in 
both freight and sales margin be- 
fore there can be resumption of nor- 
mal shipments.” Costs on livestock 
distribution also must be brought 
down, it was held. 

On dairy products and on cotton 
the commission concluded that 
freight charges had not had so seri- 
ous an effect as upon some other 
farm stuffs and as to wool, Ander- 
son remarked that its price “to the 


producer has been depressed some- 
what by freight rates, but primarily 
by disorderly and unscientific mar- 


keting.” 


Moving to the study of indirect 
freight costs affecting farmers, as 
they enhance prices of things farm- 
ers buy, Chairman Anderson said 
that “fertilizer prices were found to 
be close to the pre-war basis except 
for freight costs. 

Coal and Lumber Situation. 

Coal and steel, being of “intimate 
interest” to the farming consuming 
population, the commission declared 
that freight charges on steel repre- 
sented 41 per cent of its cost, while 
bituminous coal should be subjected 
to reductions in mine prices, freight 
rates and sales margins.

staff awaited the presentation for- 
malities which soon were ended, 
after which the American presented 
credentials with brief remarks, to 
which Herr Ebert made the cus- 
tomary response. 

Short Informal Chat. 

The two engaged in an informal 
chat for 10 minutes, and then the 
Americans returned to the embassy.

"ve decision was handed down on 
a petition by the board to remove 
an injunctior. granted the Pennsyl- 
vania by former Judge K. M. Laadis, 
in which the board was barred from 
publishing its decision jin a dispute 
between the Pennsylvania and its 
employes. 

The constitutionality of the act 
creating the board was upheld by 
the decision, however, which was 
declared to be the first court ruling 
interpretin in some detail the au- 
thority of the board as set out in the 
Esch-Cummins transportation act 
The board’s contention that it was 
an administrative arm of the Fed- 
eral Government over which the 
courts have no jurisdiction, was de- 
nied. 

The case was in the nature of a 
test of the hoard’s powers and if the 
decision is sustained in subsequent 
decisions, the “teeth” will be with- 
drawn from the board, the board's 
attorneys contend, holding it would 
be without a weapon to force the 
roads to obey its mandates, as the 
transportation act provides only that 
the only action it can take against 
violator~ »f its rulings is to publish 
its decisions.

Hyde’s administration, shows that in 
most counties the larger portion of 
each tax dollar went to meet ex- 
penses of county administration and 
to the schools. This is what it is in- 
tended to show, as the table is to be 
circulated to offset charges of Dem- 
ocratic partisans that Republicans 
have increased taxes for State pur- 
poses. 

Much time has been devoted by 
the Tax Commission; Composed of 
Roy Monier, vice chairman of the 
Republican State Committee, chair- 
man, and George M. Hagee, an at- 
torney of St. Louis, also a Repub- 
lican, to preparing propaganda of 
this sort to meet Democratic attacks 
upon the administration.

“A group of men, with umbrellas, 
keeping apart from the crowd lIike 
conspirators,” eaid Evans, “followed 
us from the first tee. I did not pay 


much attention to them at first, as 
I have never had a wager on any 
tournament in which I played and 
had not believed it possible that pro- 
fessional gamblers would change 
their proverbial plaids for golf togs 
and beset a links during a national 
championship; but—at-the fourth 
hole the referee, James Standish Jr., 
came to me and suggested that he 
wipe the mud from my ball on the 
greens as that had been allowed, 
adding: ‘Of course we will clean 
Guilford’s ball, too.’ 

“I did not at first take in the sig- 
nificance of this remark, as golfers in 
legions can vouch that it has almost 
been a weakness with me to give an 
opponent of mine more than an even 
break; but when the force of the 
suggestion was borne home and my 
caddy had advised me that the sug- 
gestion had originated from the group 
of men, I lost my composure, It upset 
me completely and I was on the point 
of making a scene when it occurred 
to me that Guilford was unaware of 
any such tactics and I felt it would be 
unfair to him to take any action.

“Insulting insinuations came to my 
ears from this group and I was satis- 
fied fhat they were out to ‘get my 
goat,” and I soon realized that they 
had succeeded by their adroit ma- 
neuvers.

the best golf at the meet. I am also 
glad that he was innocent of the 
attack made on me. 

“T went to a nationally known 
golfer whom I had seen in this group 
and told him what I thought of the 
action.

The 
democratic movement, however, has also affected 
this matter, and today, with few exceptions, rati- 
fication by the voters is necessary for changes in 
the Constitution, and in some states the voters, 
through initiative and referendum, may amend 
the Constitution without any legislative partici- 
pation in the process. There has been also a 
tendency to introduce easier methods of changing

Knowing that I had to speak not only that

Kitchener, politics, duels and drink. I did not 
add that I was so nervous that I would have to 
hold my head up high, as, if I dropped it, I 
would certainly collapse. 

My dear friend, Mr. Paul Cravath, in intreduc- 
ing me, made an admirable speech and was more 
than helpful and encouraging. I wish I could re 
member and write down what my chairmen said 
of me and of my husband, but I am too anxious 
to listen, and a cannon ball going off would not 
prevent me from struggling to remember my 
speech; in spite of knowing that “Ladies and 
Gentlemen” will be as far as I shall ever get.

On the following day, I went by appointment 
at 10:30 to see President Harding. After travel- 
ing to several wrong doors I was shown into an 
anteroom full of press men, talking and smok- 
ing round an open fire. 

The President’s secretary was extremely cour- 
teous and I was hardly kept waiting at all 
Ushered into Mr. Harding’s fine circular room 
we shook handg and sat down. A large black 
and tan Airedale terrier sniffed round my skirts 
and was ordered to sit in a chair by his mas- 
ter. 

President: Harding has a large bold head with 
well-cut features and an honest, fearless address. 
He is still perfectly simple, and extraordinarily 
easy and pleasant to talk to. 

He told me he also had lectured and gave 
me an account of how lecturing had first start- 
ed. It was a sort of club or society which began 
round Lake Chautauqua and spread all over the 
country. 

It was the only way that elther pleasure or 
information could reach distant and dreary lit- 
tle towns inhabited by thousands of men and 
women who had neither the fortune nor oppor- 
tunity to meet famous people. 

While he was telling me this I looked at the 
big writing-table in front of him. There was 
an old photograph of an extremely pretty, re 
fined, middle-aged woman, and a framed en- 
graving of George Washington. On the top of a 
bookcase I observed an interesting print of 
Abraham Lincoln. A fire in an open grate and 
large windows looking out upon a garden with 
trees completed a charming room. 

Our talk was interrupted by the secretary's 
asking the President to speak on the telephone 
and he left me after a courteous apology. 

On his return he found me looking at the 
photograph on his table and informed me that 
it was his mother. We spoke of Arthur Balfour 


and I told him how pleased my husband and 
all of us were that he had been able to go to 
Washington; that his quick mind, fine intellectual 
manners, and lack of insularity gave him an un- 
rivaled understanding.

The last century has 
witnessed a growing lack of confidence in the 
Legislature and a corresponding tendency to re- 
pose increased trust in the Governor. The former 
has been due in part to unwise plans for State 
participation in banking, internal improvements 
‘and aid of railroads.

disasters which usually resulted left a painful im- 
pression which was increased by the Legisla- 
ture’s abuse of its power to pass special acts cre- 
ating corporations and conferring privileges upon 
them.

Gradually, the constitutions have 
come to contain numerous prohibitions and re 
strictions upon legislative power and procedure. 
The Governor has been given a veto power which 
it has been made increasingly difficult for the 
Legislature to overcome.

There is 
a separate article devoted to limitations on 
the Legislature. The article relating to the 
judiciary covers 18 pages and deals in de- 
tail with city and other local courts as wel!

their administrative officials. Many sections of 
the State Constitutions deal with matters which 
are not of a fundamental nature and which were 
formerly left to statutory regulation. Thus, for 
example, the new Louisiana Constitution has 
special articles concerning levees and drainage 
districts. This has resulted in a notable growth 
in the conflicts between statutes and the Consti- 
tution and it has become increasingly difficult 
for the people to secure legislation that will 
adequately deal with new social needs. The 
Constitution and the entire machinery of gov- 
ernment have become very complex, with result- 
ing difficulty in determining responsibility and 
in realizing the popular will

It is estimated that the Manches- 
ter road project will cost about $60° 
000, of which amount about $275,- 
000 will be obtained from the Fed- 
eral and State aid funds. There are 
five bridges to be built on this high- 
way. Starting at the Rock Hill Sta- 
tion on the Missourf Pacific railroad 
there will be a concrete granite sur- 
face 20 feet wide laid as far out 
as the Denny road, a distance of 
three miles. From the Denny road 
west a concrete surface 18 feet wide 
is planned. This will extend to the 
Ethearton road, a distance of 13 
miles, except for a distance of 2509 
feet near the Barrett Station road, 
where conditions necessitate the use 
of hill-side brick. 

Six Miles of Concrete. 

Six miles of concrete surface is to 
he made on the Gravois road, start- 
ing at the Weber road, the point at 
which the present concrete section 
of the road ends, and extending to 
a point one mile southwest of the 
Kennerly road. The road will be 20 
feet wide. There is one bridge and 
several culverts to be considered in 
this work. The estimated cost of 
this work is $199,000, about half of 
which will be obtained from the 
Federal fund. 

The Lemay Ferry road project will 
cost approximately $244,000 of 
which amount $122,000 will be ob- 
tained from the Federal fund. One 
main bridge and a number of small 
culverts are to be made on this high- 
way. The first three miles, from the 
Telegraph road to the Sappington 
road, will have a concrete surface 20 
feet wide, and the remaining four 
miles will be of the same construc- 
tion with a width of 18 feet. 

Rebuilding Olive Street Road. 

Reconstruction of the Olive Street 
road from a point a few feet west 
of the Wabash Railroad tracks to 
the Creve Coeur Creek has been 
started. The first 3500 feet of the 
roadway will have a macadam foun- 
dation with a heavy granite surface, 
40 feet in width between the curbs. 
Beginning at Ferguson avenue and 
on west to the Hanley road the 
highway will }ave a concrete sur- 
face 21 feet wide, The entire road 
to this point will be reinforced with 
welded mesh, 56 pounds to the 100 
equare fect. From the Hanley road 
to the Denny road, a distance of four 
miles, the highway will be 24 feet 
wide. There will be two strips of 
conerete surface, each 9 feet wide, 
separated by six feet_of natural rock 
asphalt. Starting at the Denny road 
and continuing to the Creve Coeur 
Creek, four and three-quarter miles, 
the highway will have a width of 22 
feet and will be constructed of pene- 
tration bituminous macadam. It is 
estimated that this work will cost in 
excess of $320,000. University City 
will pay $31,500 on this profect. 

The radial highways open for 
traffic this summer are the Clayton, 
St. Charles, Big Bend, Florissant, 
Halls Ferry, Bellefontaine, River- 
view drive, Telegraph and Natural 
Bridge. 

The Antire road, between Eureka 
and Valley Park is being recon- 
structed with gravel. The cost of 
this project is not known, as bids 
have not been let, except for some 
grading. Due Hill, three miles east 
of Eureka, is to be graded down. 

Routes Suggested for Use. 

Routes suggested by county engi- 
neers to be used in reaching re- 
sorts on the Meramec River and 
Creve Coeur Lake while the Man- 
chester, Olive atreet and Gravois 
roads are being constructed are as 
follows: 

Castlewood—-West on the Clay- 
ton road to the Clarkson road, 
then south to Ellisville, and the 
remainder of the distance on the 
Keefer Creek road. 

Fern Glen—Clayton 
Henry avenue, south on Henry 
avenue to the Sulphur Springs 
road, and then to the river. 

Fenton—South on the Big Bend 
read to the Watson road and 
soutiiwest on ft to the river,

Edwards was kept tn a ceil] at the 
| Newstead station one hour, He pro- 
tested that he knew nothing of the 

muréer. But a detective was insist- 

ent that he had not told all and 
added: “You will tell what you know 
of this murder, or we will kick the 
hell out of vou.” 

Edwards was removed to the hold- 
over at Central Police Station about 
2 oclock and plaged in a cell with 
seven other prisoners, some of them 
negroes. After repeated requests he 
wes allowed te telephone to his 
nephew, who hastened te police 

| headquarters. 

Lieuts. Walton and Vaser refused 
to release Edwards, and the attor- 
ney, fter conferring with other po- 
lice officials, including Philip H 
Brockman, member of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, gave up hope 
of dissuading the police from hoid- 
ing his uncle. 


Circuit Judge Franklin Miltier 
Judge Miller telephoned Chief of 
Detectives Hoagiand. who said Ed- 
wards had been picked up on sus- 
picion and that the police had no 
evidence against him, but added that 
he would be held until evening. as

Ninety-three per cent of the chil- 
dren examined in the school health 
demonstration conducted during 
March in some of the schoo! districts 

| of St. Louis County were found to 
have some physical defect. the of- 
ficial report states. The report has 


just been received from Jefferson 


City by the St. Louis County Com- 


mittee of the Tuberculosis Society of | 


St. Louis, under the auspices of 


which the demonstration was con: 
ducted. Of the entire 1290 children 
examined, 1202 were found to have 
some defect. and a total of 3429 de- 
fécts were found. 

Many of the defects were of a very 
minor character, and easily correct- 
ed. All children having defects of 
anv kind were at once recommended 
to the care of their family physicians 
for treatment. The showing stands 
well towards the top among the 
counties of the State where such 

| demonstrations have been conduct- 
ed. especially in the matter of mal- 
nutrition. A rather smaller percent- 
age of undernourishment is shown 
in this report than in most such re- 
ports. Hugh McK. Jones, chairman 
of the County Committee. says, 
Among the physical defects. those 
of the teeth are in the lead in the 
report. Nine hundred and fiftv-one

For the baby there were new 
clothes. For Mrs. Renzelman, who had been saving 
every penny to send to her parents and sisters in Ger- 
manv after the war, a gorgeous silk dress was pur- 
chased. 

This couple had had no peculiar history. Their 
Somestic life had been as reasonably happy as can be 
expected by people who have to guard the spending of 
every nickel. They had been married 13 years. Two 

the three children born to them had died. There 
ag a baby a-few months old. The last but one of 
Mrs. Renzelman’s sisters married in Bremen. There 
was left Gesine, 27 vears old, a supple blonde woman. 
Gesine was lonely with her parents, and wrote to her 
sister.in America telling of her solitude 

Here was a ‘problem for the fond Mrs. Renzelman 
love for her sister; compassion for the lonely girl.

HIS is to tell how Kathleen Kersting’s 
dream came true. 
When April began, Kathleen, who is 
13 vears old and in her first year at 
the Wichita High School, looked forward 
to nothing more exciting than the con- 
tinuation of her vocal lessons under the 
local teacher. She might sing at the moving picture 
houses occasionally, and participate in the school] the- 
atricals. Her mother would take her to hear such 
visiting musicians as had Wichita on their itineraries. 
That was all. except that Kathleen Kersting had 
dreams 

When April goes out she will have virtually finished 
packing the things she expects to wear in Paris. Her 
high school work will have ended; there will be no 
more lessens under the local teacher of vocal; no more 
<¢hool]l theatricals: no more singing for the movies. 
She will be Mlle. Kathleen Kersting, personal pupil of 
Mme. Emma Calve, famous diva, and will be prepar- 
ing for the journey to Madame’s chateau in the Py- 
renees. where will be launched the course that (if the 
sequel of the dream comes true) will lead to fortune 
and to giory. 

it is a fact that, through the cloudy skies of Kan- 
sas. the splendors of fairyland have burst upon this 
farmer's daughter with a suddenness and allure rarely 
to be found in this world of frustration and disappoint- 
ment. Only those whose birth is attended by the good 
fairies have such luck as this. After hearing all the 
circumstances. one feels that the head fairy at the 
‘ime must have written down in his gold-backed book 
that this child would one day sing “Carmen” before 
the world’s great folk. 

Briefly, the thing that happened was this: Mme. 
Calve. now in the afternoon of a glorious career, be- 
ing on a recital tour of this country, visited Wichita to 
fill an engagement. There she heard of a marvelous 
girl singer, daughter of Henry Kersting, a retired farm- 
er. So interested was she by the reports of local music 
teachers that she asked the child to sing for her. Asa 
result of the trial, the diva extended a pressing invita- 
tion to Kathleen to accompany her home, there to re- 
ceive free instruction and training. 

They will sail from New York May 6, accompanied 
by Kathleen's mother. Madame has held out to her 
pupil the possibility that, ff all goes well, she may make 
her debut on the operatic stage at the age of 16! 

The Post-Dispatch staff writer who visited Wichita 
to make inguiry about this remarkable episode found 
that the facts fully justified the previous reports. 
Later. he saw Mme. Calve in Kansas City and received 
the necessary confirmation from her. 

Madame, as befits her prestige and knowledge, de- 
sired to be very conservative in the matter of predic- 
tions. “This is a little girl,” she said in English, plen- 
tifully mixed with French phrases. “Many, many things 
must happen before she can sing opera. For the fu- 
ture I cannot say. She has a voice of fine quality and 
great range. It is a golden voice, very large and ma- 
ture-—-the voice of a woman. 

“But I am very much afraid all this publicity will 
spoil my little pupil. She must not hope for too much. 
She is very promising, of course—otherwise I should 
not take her. But there is hard work for her to do; 
how much she hardiy can realize.” 

But, curiously, the impression the writer had of 
Kathleen waa that it would take a great deal to spoil 
her. Stranger yet, she seemed to have a very distinct 
realization of the arduous work and long training that 
intervene between her present and her visioned future. 

In many respects she is an unusual child. Hardly 
pretty, she has an elfin charm of manner and expres- 
sion that suggest talent. She is sturdy, boyishly 
friendly, and most frank. Old gentlemen make much 
of her. Yet the most marked of her outward char- 
acteristics is a sort of elusive wildness. Qne would 
expect her to dance, or run, or burst into song upon 
impulse. 

One impression was that she is a born actress—an 
impression borne out by stories of her brief past. ~ It 
began when she was 3 years old, when somebody took 
her to see a performance of “Silver Threads Among the 
Gold.” Succeeding that great event, the Kersting 
household witneased a never-ending series of theatric- 
als, in which Kathleen acted all the parts for the 

benefit of her dolls. - Of course, she didn’t remember 
much of the lines, but that was no obstacle—she sim- 
ply imagined others as she went along. 

“I can see her yet,” said her mother, “fishing win- 
dow curtains out of the Jaundry bag, pinning them to 
her shoulders for a court train and parading around 
the room before her dolls. She would make up all 
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sorts of speeches—haven't 
only knows where she got 
her high-sounding ideas.” 

Now, this may all seem 
normal enough to those 
who have little girls of 
their own. It is not strange 
for them to trump up cos- 
tumes and make speeches 
to their dolls. But the 
thing eventually palls on 
most of them. In the case 
of Kathleen Kersting, how- 
ever, the tendency grew 
more pronounced with age. 
It was accompanied by a 
noticeable penchant for 
singing and dancing, and 
these traits, too, became 
more marked as she devel- 
oped into a robust school- 
girl, with merry gray eyes 
and thick brown braids. 

Although not Catholics, 
her parents sent her some 
years ago to a convent. 
There she figured in sev- 
eral escapades, and all of 
the same character. She 
was forever organizing un- 
authorized theatricals, with 
herself in the leading roles. 
The good nuns were con- 
siderably distressed by the 
persistence of these sur- 
reptitious performances, 
but the mother superior 
recognized her talent and 
took pains to encourage its 
expression. . 

All this time she had 
continued to sing, and her 
voice grew out of all pro- 
portion to her fast-grow- 
ing body. When at home, 
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she was besieged with re- 
quests to sing for friends 
of the Kerstings, and had 
sung in public before she was 10 years old. As a mat- 
ter of fact, there was a strain of singers in the family, 
which probably explains Kathleen's unusual ability. 


Her paternal grandfather, Richter Kersting, was a 
tenor in Germany, and even in his old age, after he 
came to America, was known through the country- 
side as a fine singer. Her father also possesses a good 
voice, and has been a member of various male choirs. 
Nevertheless, while her parents knew she had a good 
voice and were duly proud, they little realized the 
degree of its excellence until within the last year. 


Some eight months ago a friend of the family, a man 
who particularly liked her, informed her father that 
if her parents didn’t give her vocal lessons, he would. 
This was not necessary. When Kathleen was a baby, 
her father, then past middle age, had amassed suffi- 
clent property through the sweat of his brow and his 
knowledge of crops, to leave the farm. For a time he 
conducted a hotel in Wichita, and further Increased his 
competence. The friend's offer stirred him to send 
his daughter to Mrs. Martin Flannagan’s school for 
voice. 


The result was astounding. In a few months trained 
musicians were pronouncing the child a phenomenon, 
and this opinion was supported by various stare who 
visited Wichita on tour. In fact. Mme: Calve’s offer 
was not the first of its kind. A Chicago virtuoso told 
the Kerstings if they could arrange to live in that

Since then, however, there have been numerous 
local demands for her talent.

“The truth is that Watts saved Swinburne from a 
drunkard'’s grave,” writes James Douglas, long-time 
friend of the poet and his preserver, in reviewing this

The story as it was told to me by Watts was infinitely 
tragic. Swinburne ate Mttle and drank nothing but 
neat brandy. His own relatives. had abandoned all 
hope of saving him. He used to hurl decanters and 
hottles at the mirrors in restaurants, and finaliy he 


was refused admittance wherever he was known. 

“His friends deserted im, and at last his mother 
appealed to Watts to go to his aid. The task was a 
dreadful one, for the poet was dying of diabetes caused 
by dipsomania. He was so weak that he could not 
walk, so Watts prepared a bed for him in the dining 
room on the ground floor.” 

In her Mrs. Watts-Dunton tells how Swin- 
burne was brought by her future husband in a four- 
wheeler from his rooms in Great James street to The 
Pines, home Watts-Dunton, in Putney, where the 
poet remained more. than years, until he died in 
April, 1909. Lord Ronald Gower chanced to see the

“After he had been nursed back to health,” writes 
Douglas in his review, “Watts told Swinburne that he 
could not keep him tn his hausehold unless he promised 
to comply with two conditions: (1} That he never 
would go to London; and (2) that he never would enter 
a public honse in Putney. The poet faithfully kept 
these two promises till he died. There is not the slight- 
est doubt that this added more than 30 years to his 
life. It is a complete answer to all the unzgenerous 
sneers about the influence of Watts over his friend.” 

Mrs. Watts-Dunton tells how Swinburne was weaned 
from strong drink. The story is one caiculated to 
make the gods of tragedy laugh. Told about an ordi- 
nary person, the tired business man for instance, it 
hardly would be believable; but being about a poet of 
unique type, an “utterly irresponsible” bov who never 
grew up, it is not to be discredited. Swinburne, it 
seeins, got off the booze bv gradual ascents from the 
inferno of strong brandy to the paradise of light beer. 
To put it otherwise, he came up through the seven hells 
stage by stage, emerging at last into the amber lumi- 
nance of the lager and accepting the foam of the stein 
in place of the fire of the flask. 

And, strange to say and yet most captivatingly deli- 
cious to Jearn, Swinburne made his climb from the 
depths because he was an incorrigible hero worshipper. 
Mrs. Watts-Dutton’s books says: 

“On the occasion of each change to a drink 
potent than its predecessor, some literary reason was 
assigned which Walter (Watts-Dunton) guessed would 
awaken desire to emulate some real or fictitious hero 
beloved by Swinburne.

SE memory of a wonderful dog has lived 
for 30 vears in Cuba, Mo.. and has woven 
itself into the imperishable traditions of 
the town. 

Hannibal had its Marx Twain 
ing Green had its Champ Clark. Cuba 
had its Max. No other local ceiebrity 

has been so cherished in story in the last two genera- 
tions. Recountals of marvelous and almost unbeliev- 
abie doings of Max have been handed down from father 
to son and from mother to daughter. 

He has been a source of inspiration, if not to other 
dogs, at least to owners of other dogs in this little 
Ozark town and has spurred their ambitions to teach 
new dogs new tricks, but anyone in Cuba wili tell vou 
that despite all this intensive training there has never 
been another Max. 

Since Max cied in 1892 there have been many moving 
events, including two wars, in which the young man- 
hood of Cube was called upon to fight for the flaz 
There have been storms, floods, fires, panics, boom 
years and jean years, heart-breakinge tragedies. but 
threading ali these human happenings like the per- 
sistent vine that defies every effort to check its growth 
the memory of this dog has flourished.

There is no disagreement on one point. and that is 
that Max died of a broken heart soon after the death 
of Dr. T. P. Martyn’s wife.

Max had no pedigree. He was not a canine aristo- 
crat. The most diligent and resourceful expert in her- 
aldry would have found it difficult to trace Max's 
lineage.
